The 
same influences which have drawn many workers from the library 
ranks of the nation have operated to reduce the number of those 
who plan to pursue library training.

Tiemann and Alice M. Dunlap as registrar and reviser, respectively, 
in place of Juliet A. Handerson and Ruth E. Warrick, resigned.

No attempt to list these will be made in this issue of 
Library School Notes, since the Annual Report, which is now in the 
printer's hands, is to contain a complete directory of former stu- 
dents, together with a special list of those who are or have been 
engaged in war service. This will be distributed to all who have 
been in attendance at the School. 


The monthly “Twelfth-Night” gatherings will be continued 
for the coming year, the October and May meetings being sched- 
uled to be held at Miss Sutliff’s rooms, and all others at the School 
unless otherwise announced. Alumni who are located in and near 
New York are urged to be present at these occasions when possible.
